MANUFACTURERS ALARMED. 

Samples of vdtious bre + of making 
powders have been subi..tted to the 
city chemists, Kobig Fosdick, dur- 
ing the last few days d the reports 
show that alum is an ingredient in 
about a dogzen bra according to a 
Statement made last night. 

Very little information has been. 
given out regarding the chemical anal- 
yses and the Board of Health appar- 
ently has adopted a policy making a 
very let investigation. 

It was stated last night that alum 
has been found in the “K. CC.” brand, 
as well as in the Diamond and other 
powders. Local dealers do not deny 
that the chemists have found alum in 
}the powders, but belittle the impor- 
tance of the discovery. They assert 
that there is nothing dangerous to 
health in the powder as prepared. 

The eastern manufacturers are some- 
what ealarmed at the developments, 
however, and President Jacques of the 
Jacques Manufecturin Co. of Chi- 
cago, which makes the “K. CC." powder, 
is now hurrying to Los Angeles to 
eontest the stdhd taken by the health 
authorities. 

As the point at issue seems open to 
question, the Board of Health does not 
intend to take snap judgment. It is 
said that the alum was found in the 
powder by the chemists several days 
ago, and as soon as reported to the 
health authorities the annfacturers 
in Chicago were info

He then sprang on him and in 
the whirlwind that followed Otian, in 
self-defense, yanked out a knife and 
gashed his assailant In several places.

Otian hurried from the scene to his 
berth on the Nottingham, while New- 
man underwent repairs. Otian was 
speedily arrested and was arraigned 
before Juatice wning Monday morn- 
ing. Owing to Newman's condition the 
hearing was postponed unfil yesterday, 
when the case was taken up. After 
hearing the testimony, Assistant 
Prosecuting Attorney Asa Keyes moved 
that the case against Otian be dis- 
missed, as it was clear that he had 
only acted in self-defense.

Nearly all the experts in the dead- 
letter office are women. They have to — 
perform tasks which to the average ~ 
person would seem impossible. It is 
the ir duty to take charge of the 6000 
pieces of mail which go astray évery’ 
year, end they must see that these 
waifs get to their p dest 
if possible. and if not they are re- 
turned to the senders, 

Many of the rural postoffices are 
filled by women. The reasons why @ 
large number of these rural postef- 
fices are intrusted to woten are not 
hard to find. The work is usually light 
and is such as can be handled by a 
woman. It is the general opinion that 
women in such position ve given 
the best work to the

CHURCHILL AND CECIL ADDRESS 
BIG MEETING IN BIRMINGHAM. 
Forty Thousand Persons Surrounded 
the Town Hall and Only Earnest Ap- 
peals from Their Leaders Prevented 
Chamberlainites from Making Serious 

Trouble.

BIRMINGHAM (Eng.) Nov. 11.—[ By 
Atiantic Cable.) There was no fulfill- 
ment of the serious .trouble appre- 
hended at the meeting eddressed here 
tonight by Lord Hugh Cecil and Win- 
ston Churchill, M. P., in opposition to 
the fiscal programme of Joseph Cham- 
berlain. It is estimated that the crowds 
surrounding the Town Hal! during the 
progress of the meeting numbered 40,- 
000 persons. A-few stones were thrown 
and some windows broken, but it is 
believed that the prevention of more 
serious diso was due to the earn- 
est appeal the supporters of Mr. 
Chamberlain, supplemented by the ed- 
vice of the local newspapers to give 
the “Free Fooders” a fair hearing, as 
well as to the excellent police arrange- 
ments. 

The meeting was attended by 56000 
persons. Mrs. George Cornwallis West, 
formerly Lady Ran and 
mother of Winston urchill in 
the audience. 

Mr. Churchill devoted his speech to 
a denunciation of Mr. Chamberlain's 
propaganda, and urged the continua- 
tion of the free-trade policy of Great 
Britain, which, he said, had done more 
to maintain the peace of the world than 
had been done by all the prime minis- 
ters and colonia! secretaries during the 
past half century. 

Lord Hugh Cecil followed Mr. 
Churchill, delivering a speech in a sim- 
ilar vein.

The production of all 
other countries is inconsiderable 
compared with those mentioned. The 
total production of the world this 
year is estimated to be 1,760,000 cwts. 
The total estimated consumption of 


German 


-hops by brewers througheut the world 


is held to be exactly this amount, so 
that that surplus from last year's crop 
will represent the surplus this year, 
amounting to a total of about 200,000 
cwts. Prices will be high this year 
throughout the world. 


H. B. Miller, Consul-General at Niu- 
chwang, China, believes that he has 
discovered an opening for a very large 
trade in American rope. He thinks 
that the superior quality and longer 
life of the American article will appeal 
to the Chinese, and he asks the Amer- 
ican manufacturers to send him sam- 
ples and prices. He says if this is done 
he will call the attention of Chinese 
shippers to the desirability of buying 
the American article. 

Mr. Miller says that there were 20,- 
000 Chinese junks :ezgistered at Niu- 
chwang last year. This is only a very 
small percentage of the number in 
China. In this section all of these 
junks use sails made of American cot- 
ton goods. An effort is being made to 
furnish the rope for them from the 
United States. The rope used thus far 
was made here from hemp raised in 
Marchurina. It is badly made, is quite 
inferior, and does not wear well—usu- 
ally one season. 

The sea-going junks use great quan- 
tities of rope, especially of large sizes, 
instead of anchor chains. This !s made 
from some of the palms raised in 
Southern Chie, and the manufactur- 
ing of the is done gzlso in the 
south by the men who navigate the 
boats. Inquiries there as to the cost of 
it will show the possibilities of com- 
petition for that trade. The fact that 
considerable quantities of American 
rope are being ordered for Manchuria— 
some for Chinese junks—indicates the 
possibilities of a trade in this line. If 
sales can be established throughout 
North China they may grow to won- 
derful proportions, for the amounts 
used and the number of boats are 
surprisingly large. 

If, in addition, it would be possible 
to get a part of the rope trade of 
Southern and Central China, the vol- 
ume would be sufficient to keep several 
large plants in operation. The simple 
fact that the competition is against 
Chinese production need not neces- 
sarily signify that the business is im- 
possible, for the strongest competitor 
of American cloth for the sails of.these 
same boats is cotton cloth made from 
cotton produced in China. 

The great bulk of transportation in 
China !s by water, and no country in 
the world is using so many sailboats 
as is China: and all of these use con- 
siderable rope. This trade would not 
use the high-class and high-priced ar- 
ticle. Our cheapest and poorest are so 
much better than those In general use 
that they may possibly supplant them. 
The enormous quantity used and the 
possibilities of a great trade if the 
market can be secured at all is suffi- 
clent inducement for a thorough in- 
vestigation. In China rope is made 


nag grass, hemp, jute, falm and bam- 


Manila ropes have been tried in this 
climate, but the extreme dryness. of 
the air during the fall, winter and 
spring, covering so long a period, 
shrinks and breaks the fiber and makes 
{t worthless. Gunboats going into win- 
ter quarters here have found all of 
their ropes worthless in the spring, and 
unable to bear any strain. The sea- 
going fjunks use the :arge rope made of 
a species of palm, ond the junk men 
take these ropes and work them over 
every two years. 

The river junke here use hemp ropes 
varying in. size from one-fourth of an 
inch to one inch In dlameter. Price is 
23 cents Mexican (9.6 cents) per cat- 
ty (11-3 pounds.) They also use a jute 
rope, mostly 1% inches in diameter, for 
their anchor rope: thi« sells for 11 cents 
Mexicon (5.4) catty. 


With the finest country roads in the 
world, England and France are fac- 
ing a serious problem in the effect of 
motor cer traffic upon the erdinary 
broken flint and gravel highways. It 
has been found that the large rubber 
tires of cars moving at a high rate of 
speed dislodge the fine covering on the 
surface of the road, leaving only the 
larger and sharper pieces of rock, and 
in fact thus rapidly destroying the 
highway. Efforts are now betng made 
to discover some method whereby a 
smooth and hard surface can be se- 
eured for country roads which will 
stand the wear and tear of the heavy 
motor traffic common to those coun- 
tries. 

It was thought that every problem 
incident to the use of automoblies had 
been considered, but this is a new 
feature which is causing the local au- 
thorities about London and Paris con- 
siderable anxiety. While the motor 
traffic is not as heavy in the United 
States as it is in Western Europe, the 
use of motors is rapidly increasing 
and there is no doubt but that in the 
near future this form of transporta- 
tion will by virtue of necessity enter 
into all road-bullding calculations. The 
authorities of England and France 
devote a great deal of attention to 
the care of good roads with results fa- 
miliar to every American traveler who 
has envied the French and English 


ican representatives abroad are now 
watching the numerous experimenis 
being made in road making and are 
keeping the Department of Commerce 
and Labor well tnformed as to the 
progress made.

HEROIC LIFT 
FOR A LIFE. 


Crowd Raises Street Car 
Mangiled Man. 


Sen Directs Operation, but the 
Victim Succumbs. 
cAged Wiiliam C. Lze Run Over 
on Fifth Street and Tez- 
tibly Mangled. 


Fifty or more men bodily raised a 
street car from the track ang held it in 
air, while two fearless fellows crawled 
underneath and dragged out the man- 
gled body of an old man. This was a 
remarkable incident which occurred at 
9:50 o'clock last night at the corner of 
Fifth and Los Angeles streets. 

An aged man had been run over by 
the car, and both legs horribly mashed. 
The car was stopped so quickly that his 
body was beneath the trucks. To have 
moved it in either direction would have 
caused another wheel to pass over him. 
Therefore the heroic means of lifting 
the car by hands was resorted to, and 
plenty of volunteers sprang forward for 
the task. | 

Pathos was added to the harrowing 
scene by the presence of the son of the 
victim. The young man assisted in 
raising the car, and directed the des- 
perate attempt of the crowd to save 
the old man's life. It was all in vain, 
however, for although he was alive 
when taken out, the amputation of both 
legs was necessary, and at 12:15 o'clock 
this morning he died on the operating’ 
table at the Receiving Hospital. 

William C. Lee, aged 74, was the vic- 
tim of the accident. He lived at No. 202 
East Fifth street with his aged wife. 
Because they were too old to work, t 
rented a few of the rooms in thei 
house. Last evening Lee left home, 
saying he would be gone only a short 
time. On returning homeward about 
9:50 o'clock, he approached the car 
tracks }t Fifth and Los Angeles street 
just.as car No. 171 of the San Pedro- 


street line was coming down the hill |. 


from Main street. He stopped near the 
track, and Motorman John Gordon 
siackened the speed of his car, think- 
ing the mah wanted to board it. When 
the car was within a few feet of him 
and had almost stopped, Lee 
directly in front of it, 
stumbled and fell, his body 


cross. 
clearing the track, and his legs re- 
maining? across the rail. The front 


wheel of the car over both his 
legs, grinding the flesh into a pulp, but 
s0 quickly did the motorman stop that 
the second wheel on that side of the 
truck did not touch him. 

Mangied though he was, Lee did not 
lose consciousness. It wes found to be 
impossible to drag his body from un- 
der the car without pulling his legs 
clear off. So a telephone message was 
sent for the wrecking crew to raise the 
car. Those who had been attracted to 
the scene saw at once that if the suf- 
ferer were left there until the wreck- 
car arrived he would bieed to 
death. 

While the men about the car were 
aching each other what to do, another 
man came up and asked what had hap- 
pened. Some person told him, and he 
Stitped to the other side of the car 
and looked at the prostrate man. He 
wag seen to push several persons out 
of the way and kneel et the side of the 
injured man. 

‘That's my father!” he cried. ‘My 
God! Won't ‘you help me get him out 
of this?" 

A score of men leaped to his assist- 
ance. Some person suggested tipping 
the car over. Others were called upon 
and soon fifty or more men took hold 
of the car. They found that they could 
lift it, and it was decided to raise it 
off the rails. 

“If you'll lift it up a foot I'll crawl 
under it and get him out,” shouted a 
well-dressed man, and another volun- 
teefed to help him: 

Wherever a handhold could be se- 
cured on the car, a man took hold. At 
the word given by Lee's son, each man 
of them lifted every pound he could 
pull, and the car was raised in air. 
It took but a moment for the two men 
to crawl under it and drag the man- 


gied body into the street. That mo-. 


ment was one of peril for the two un- 
derneath, for the car was a heavy 
load even for fifty men 

A patrol wagon had been summoned 
meantime. Lee was placed on a stretch- 
er andas fast as the horses could run, 
the wagon went back to the Receiv- 
ing Hospital. It was seen at once that 
the injured man had no chance to live, 
but Police Surgeon A. M. Smith decid- 
ed to do all that could be done. A s0- 
lution of salt was injected into the 
veins to stimulate the heart, and the 
operation of amputating both legs 
above the knees was performed by Drs. 
Smith, Dillon and Roth. The case was 
hopeless, however, and before the com- 
pletion of the operation Lee breathed 
his last. In addition to the loss of his 
legs he had sustained a compound frac- 
ture of both hips, several ribs were 
shoulder was 


broken and his left 
crushed. Dr. Smith stated that he 
could not understand how the man 


had escaped instant death. The body 
was removed to Pierce Bros.’ under- 
taking establishment by order of the 


Coroner. 
The Inevitable Sea-Sickness Cure. 

Another cure for seasickness is an- 
nounced.

The President's mess2ge

™ From the first the President has 
been insistent upon the establixhment 
of reciprocal trade relations of some 
wort between the United States and 
Cuba, maintaining that our govern- 
ment was impliedly if not specifically 
pledged to make concessions of this 
kind to the new insniar republic. In the 
beginning of the discussion, reductions 
of duty much larger than 20 per cent. 
were talked of, but the advocates of 
reciprocity finally agreed to the latter 
figures as a basis for the proposed 
treaty.

Not an 
‘American interest is sacrificed by the 
treaty; a large Cuban market is se- 
cured to our producers. It is a mar- 
ket which lies at our doors, which al- 


‘ready is large, which is capable of 


great ion and which Is es- 
pecially important to the development 
of our export trade. It would be in- 
deed shortsighted for us to refuse to 
take edvantage of such opportunity 
and to force Cuba into making ar- 
rangements with other countries to 
our disadvantage. This reciprocity 
treaty stands by itself. It is de- 
manded by considerations of broad 
national policy as well as by our 
economic interest. It will do harm 
to no industry. It will benefit many 
industries; it is in the interest of 
our people at a whole, both because 
of its importance from the broad 
standpoint of international policy and 
because economically it intimately 
concerns us to develop and secure the 
rich Cuban market for our farmers, 
atisans, merchants and manufactur- 
ers. Finally, it is desirable as a cuar- 
anty of the good faith of our nation 
toward our young 
whose welfare must ever be closely 
bound with ours. We gave her lib- 
erty. We are knit to her by the 
memories of the blood and courage 
of our soldiers who fought for her in 
war; by the memories of the wisdom 
and integrity of our administrators 
who saved her in peace and who 
started her so well on the difficult 
path of self-government.”

treaty “will do harm to no industry” 
is the point in dispute; it is not con- 
ceded to be justified by those who 
have opposed the treaty, although 
the President’s sincerity in making 
the statement is not questioned. It 
is held by its opponents that the 
treaty will do harm to a number of 
American industries, notably the beet- 
sugar industry and the _ citrus-fruit 
industry, in both of which California 
is vitally interested. Whether the 
benefits which Bome other industries 
will concededly derive from the treaty 
will offset the aggregate injuries 
which it may inflict, is a debatable 
point which can be settled, probably, 
only by observing the actual opera- 
tion of the treaty. Let the trial be 
made; the greater and wider interest 
of the country must prevail over 
narrower sectional interests when the 
test comes. 

As regards the President's idea that 
we are under obligations to make 
these concessions to Cuba, there are 
honest differences of opinion. It is 
held by many clear-sighted people 
that we have more than discharged 
any obligations we may have been 
under to the Cubans, and that the 
preponderance of obligation, if there 
be any, is now on the other side; yet 
the President makes a strong, high- 
minded, manly argument and appeal 
for the observance of the sacred ob- 
ligations of national honor, which 
cannot be lightly disregarded by the 
United States. 

There is every probability that the 
proposed legislation to give effect to 
the Cuban reciprocity treaty will pass 
both houses of Congress without 
serious opposition. Such are the in- 
dications, according to latest advices 
from Washington. There ig consola- 
tion in the thought that the oppo- 
nents of the measure have been 
actuated in theif opposition by con- 
scientious motives, throughout the 
discussion. They have fought in what 
they believed to be a good cause. If, 
as it now seems, they have lost, they 
have nothing but that fact to regret. 
The President, by his persistence, 
sincerity and constant eppeals to pa- 
triotism and national honor, has won. 


HE MORGANS. 

The rumor carried by yesterday's 
dispatches that J. Pierpont Morgan 
had decided to retire from business 
life is now denied, but the report re- 
mained current, long enough for the 
country to contemplate itself with the 
boss promoter eliminated from its ac- 
tivities. ~Editors and space writers 
were just preparing to fittingly chron- 
icle “The passing of Morg:n,” with a 
portrayal of his sensational career 
from that time when it was supposed 
he had mortgaged the earth down to 
the hour when he toppled from his 
throne something like a discredited 
failure. But it seems that Mr. Mor- 
gan is still to the fore. 

It isn’t everybody who stops to 
think of it, but it is nevertheless a 
peculiar fact that some man by. the 
name of Morgan has beep to the fore 
ever since that patronymic had an 
existence. Beginning with old Pla- 
gius Morgan, who concocted a heresy 
as early as the fourth Christian cen- 
tury, the Morgans have been a stir- 
ring people. Atthough the name is 
not an uncommon one, it is still far 
from being as much in popular uss 
as Jones, Smith, Brown or even Rob- 
iInson, while none of these clans are 
in anything like Ctompetition with 
the Morgans. There was Sir Henry 
Morgan, the buccaneer, who scourged 
the Spanish main over two and a 
half centuries ago; Gen. Daniel Mor- 
gan, who captured Tarleton, foot, 
horse and dragoons at Cowpens in 
1781, and Gen. John Morgan, the 
raider, conspicuous for his successes 
in our Civil War. These are only a 
few of the tribe, recalled on the spur 
of the moment, but they are sufficient 
to show that the Morgans, good and 
bed as they were, have generally taken 
a hand in things. 

Even now, if J. Pierpont had drop- 
ped out of the running, we would 
etif! have had the Hon. Johan Tyler 
Morgan of Alabama to contend witb. 
And, anyhow, as it is, we shall soon 
be compelled to pay more or lees  at- 
tention to him. <A Senator in Con- 
gress, he has attained wide fame and 
eminence as a tireless advocate of an 
isthmian canal. But it is said thet he 
is preparing to make some strange 
moves now that the canal ts in sight. 
Let us hope the contrary. We would 
much rather see him in at the vic- 
tory, for that would be more like 
him end the Morgans in general, who, 
as a rule, have been winners.

NEEDED SAFEGUARD. 

In a Washington dispatch of re- 
cent date it is stated that official’ of 
the Department of Commerce, and es- 
pecially those of the Bureau of Cor- 
porations (a branch of the depart- 
ment,) are convinced that “when the 
machinery of the new department 
gets In good working order the pub- 
lic will be saved from such financial 
flascoes as that furnished in the col- 
lapse of the United States Shipbuild- 
ing Company.” It is certainly to be 
hoped that this prediction will be 
verified. There is need for some such 
safeguard as that which, it is pre- 
dicted, this department of the gov- 
ernment will furnish. While it is 
true that not all the safeguards the 
government can supply will serve to 
prevent the unwise man from parting 
with his money unwisely, the strict 
organiza- 
tions which is contemplated will no 
doubt go very fdr toward preventing 
the exploitation of such fraudulent 
concerns as the United States Ship- 
building Company, and this, in itself 
will be a valuable protection to the 
public. 

One of the principal objects for 
which the Bureau of Corporations 
was organized was for furnishing pro- 
tection againgt such disastrous fail- 
ures as that of the shipbuilding con- 
cern. It is claimed by officials of the 
bureau that if it had been organized 
eighteen months sooner, it would prob- 
ably have been possible to have given 
out public information which would 
have been of immense value to the 
minor stockholders of the shipbuild- 
ing trust, and in many individual 
cases would have saved them from 
suffering heavy loss. Unfortunately 
for these stockholders, the Bureau of 
Corporations had but just been 
formed when the Schwab shipbuild- 
ing concern began to show signs of 
its inherent weakness, preluding the 
final crash which resulted so disas- 
trously. It was impossible for the 
government, at so late a day, to do 
anything to protect the unfortunate 
investors. But in the iuture, it is 
claimed, the government supervision 
of corporations engaged in inter- 
state commerce will be so close and so 
thorough that such stupendous swin- 
dles as that of the United States 
Shipbuilding Company will be vir- 
tually impossible. 

It is altogether probable that 
Schwab and the other promoters of 
the shipbuilding swindle have cov- 
ered their tracks so thoroughly that 
the law will be unable to reach them 
with the punishment which they 
richly deserve. This is much to be 
regretted, for there should be some 
remedy in aggravated cases of this 
kind. The man who steals a few dol- 
lars is promptly arrested, tried, con- 
victed, and sent to the penitentiary
